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Trustee Election Contested 


Robinson Claims Board Has 
Illegally Seated David Black 


Dennis 
Robinson 
still 
wants to serve on the Plano 
school board in Place I, and 
to prove it, he has filed a 
petition for a writ of man­ 
damus 
with 
the 
Fifth 
District 
Court 
of 
Civil 
Appeals. 
Robinson and his attorney, 
Bill Glenn of Plano, are 
seeking to compel school 
officials to 
issue him 
a 
certificate 
of 
election, 
thereby ousting J. David 
Black from Place I. 
In 
the general school 
election on April 6, Robinson 
was declared the winner of 
the Place I race. Then, on 
Tuesday, April 9, the school 
board canvassing committee 
met and declared Robinson 
the winner, but didn’t issue a 
certificate of election at that 
time. 
A week later, it was 
discovered that a box of 
absentee ballots hadn’t been 
counted and had been stuck 
in a box in a maintenance 


thrown out when discovered 
over a week later. In ad­ 
dition, Glenn maintains, the 
school 
board 
had 
no 
authority 
to 
appoint 
a 
citizens committee and go 
into the 
ballot 
boxes to 
recount votes. 
Tuesday, Chief Justice 
Claude W illiams of the 
Appeals Court informed 
Glenn and Robinson that the 
court would hear the writ 
request and set the hearing 
for 10 a.m. Tuesday, July 23. 
According 
to 
Glenn, 
a 
definite decision will be 


m ade 
on 
that 
date 
-- 
provided the hearing takes 
place at that time. Glenn 
said the court can decide 
whether they want to keep 
jurisdiction in the matter, or 
dismiss the case and direct 
Robinson to seek remedy in 
Judge Tom 
Ryan’s 
199th 
District Court. 
If this occurs, Glenn says 
they can either file for a writ 
of mandamus, or they can 
sue Black personally for title 
to his office as a school board 
member. 
On the other hand, if the 


Appeals Court maintains 
jurisdiction, they can either 
grant the writ and order the 
school 
board 
to 
seat 
Robinson, or they can deny 
the writ. 
Glenn indicated that if the 
writ is denied, 
Robinson 
possibly would appeal the 
matter to the State Supreme 
Court. 
A copy of the writ and 
notice of the hearing was 
delivered to Nathan White 
Jr., the school board’s at­ 
torney Tuesday morning, 
then Robinson delivered 


copies and notices to Black 
and 
school 
trustees 
Ken 
Lambert, Mrs. Mary Beth 
Applewhite 
and 
Frank 
Adams prior to the board’s 
regular meeting Tuesday 
night. 
Rutledge Haggard also is 
named in the writ, but was 
not present at the meeting. 
Also missing was Trustee 
Bob Patton. 
Glenn pointed out 
that 
Black was served as the 
holder of Place I, while Mrs. 
Applewhite, 
Lambert 
and 
Adams were served because 


they were members of the 
April 
9 canvassing 
com­ 
mittee. Haggard is to be 
served in his capacity as 
school board president. 
During last night’s board 
m eeting, school trustees 
voted to instruct White to 
research the possibility of a 
counter 
suit 
against 
Robinson, should his writ be 
rejected by the courts. 
The trustees indicated 
they felt the suit is of a 
political nature, and that 
taxpayer’s money which 
should 
be 
spent 
for 
educational purposes must, 
instead, be spent for legal 
expenses in defending the 
school district in the suit. 
Voting in favor of the 
motion 
was 
Mrs. 
Applewhite, 
Lambert and 
Adams, while Trustee Tom 
Hughston voted against the 
measure, with 
Black ab­ 
staining.

Parents Present Petition 


Board R eceives Weatherford Access Alternatives

F o u r 
a l t e r n a t i v e 
suggestions 
to 
alleviate 
access problems to the new 
Weatherford 
Elementary 
School were presented to the 
school board Tuesday night. 
Presented in the form of a 
petition from 152 parents of 
elementary school children 
south 
of 
FM 
544, 
the 
suggestions also included the 
advantages from the parents 
viewpoint to using such 
solutions. About 15 parents 
added more comments to the 
suggestions when presiding 
board member Ken Lambert 
opened the meeting for 
question from 
the public 
which had crowded the 
board 
room. 
Additional 
chairs were brought in and 
the overflow crowd stood in 
doorways to listen to the 
comments. 
The preferred suggestion 
of the group would mean 
accelerating the proposed 
move of sixth grade students 
from Shepard to Wilson from 
the 1975-76 school year to the 


fall term, “if there is no 
scholastic reason against 
doing so.” The parents said 
they thought that since 
Wilson 
will 
house 
only 
seventh and eighth grade 
students this year, there will 
be room now for the move 
into the school which would 
provide enough space for one 
year to zone the Weatherford 
Students south of FM 544 into 
Shepard in grades K-5. 
Among the advantages 
listed were the following: no 
students will be required to 
cross FM 544; no school 
board 
expenditures 
for 
guards, walks or other 
limited use items; student 
friendships can be main­ 
tained as well 
as being 
established for the move to 
Jackson in 1975-76; and 
fewer hazardous crossings 
by moving east and west 
rather than north and south. 
The next solution, parents 
said, would be busing the 
students and then 
they 
preferred that “country bus 
stu d en ts” be rezoned to 
Christie, making room for 


Weatherford students south 
of FM 544 at Shepard for one 
year. Other rezoning would 
be necessary only to control 
numbers of students. The 
first three advantages to 
such a plan are identical to 
the first three of the first 
alternative, parents said, 
and added that “country bus 
students” would experience 
no routine change. 
The 
parents 
also 
suggested rerouting FM 544 
through-traffic during to- 
and-from 
school 
hours. 
T h ro u g h -tr af fie 
could 
proceed 
east 
from 
the 
junction of Park and FM 544 
to Custer and back to FM 
544. West-bound traffic could 
proceed right on Custer, left 
on Park to the junction of 
FM 544. 
The advantages to such a 
plan would be that a limited 
amount of traffic would pass 
Lynda and FM 544, one of the 
proposed crossing points of 
Weatherford students; the 
city could play a definite role 
in solving student safety 
problems; and moderate 


expense of crossing guard 
and sidewalks would be 
required. 
The 
final 
alternative 
presented suggests 
that 
n e c e s s a r y 
s i d e w a l k s , 
bridges and highly qualified 
crossing guards be used for 
children at Lynda Lane and 
FM 
544. 
A wooden 
foot 
bridge across Prairie Creek 
to adequate sidewalks to 
Weatherford and a 
hard 
surface walk for possible 
under bridge movement of 
students would also be 
needed. The only advantage 
for the fourth solution would 
be a moderate safe passage 
for children. 
lam bert told the parents 
that the board would only 
receive their input and that 
no decision could be made 
until further information is 
available. As of the present 
time the Weatherford zone 
includes all students south of 
FM 544 and west of Prairie 
Creek, but Lambert stressed 
that zone lines could not be 
considered fixed until the 
board 
receives 
census 


figures for all schools. When 
the figures are available, the 
board agreed it might be 
possible to call a special 
meeting 
to 
discuss 
the problems involved in 
each alternative. 


In other action, the board 
approved bids on several 
items. No bid was received 
on 
gasoline 
supplies 
but 
Bolin Oil Co., a 
Mobil 
distributor, agreed to con­ 
tinue supplying the district 
and promised to try and hold 
the price to the current 38.5 
cents per gallon. Sunbeam 
Bread received the bread 
contract, and Texas Hospital 
Supply and Willis Medical 
Supply split the contract for 
health supplies. Nationwide 
Scott was awarded the bid 
for paper towels. 


The board also heard a 
report from the tax com­ 
mittee and set meeting dates 
of July 30, Aug. 6, Aug. 7, 
Aug. 13 and Aug. 20 to confer 
on the budget. It is expected 
to be approved at the Aug. 20 
meeting.

As if Plano doesn’t have 
enough water problems, a 
contractor compounded the 
water shortage Tuesday by 
breaking a main water line 
leading to the west side of 
town. 
The 18-inch line w'as out of 
service for 14 hours and was 
finally 
repaired 
shortly 
before midnight, according 
to Al Dougal, director of 
planning and engineering. A 
small pinhole leak in the 
repaired line was detected 
this morning but Dougal said 
additional repairs would be 
no problem and that the line 
is still in service. 
Despite pleas from police, 
fire and water employees 
who toured the city 
all 
Tuesday afternoon asking 
citizens not to use water, 
Dougal said the city used 
9.13 million gallons of water. 
“That’s quite a tribute to 
the system, but it doesn't say 
much for the cooperation of 
the people of Plano,” Dougal 
said. “We asked everyone 
not to use the water, because 
without the line, the Dallas 
North 
Tak 
went 
dry. 
However, this morning both 
the Dallas North and Parker 
Rd. tanks are full again. 
Even 
without 
a 
m ajor 
distribution line for 14 hours, 
the system was able to pump 
9.13 million gallons.” 
The line at SH 5 (Avenue 
K) and Dallas North Park­ 
way was broken at about IO 
a.m. by a contractor who 
was boring for a telephone 
cable, Dougal said. Work­ 
men were on the scene until 
well after midnight, 
and 
welders told officials that

there was a 50-50 chance that 
a leak could develop after 
the repairs were concluded 
in such adverse working 
conditions --at midnight, in a 
deep hole and surrounded by 
water. 
Dougal said major repairs 
to 
surrounding 
paving 
would 
be necessary 
and 
that these would probably 
take at least IO days. He 
pointed out that the pressure 
of the water had eroded all 
support for the pavement at 
the point of the break. 


The city council instituted 
an even-old water rationing 
program 
last 
Thursday 
which allows homeowners 
with an even numbered 
address to water on even 
days of the month and odd 
numbered 
addresses 
to 
water on odd days of the 
month.

The program 
does not 
seem 
to 
be 
working, 
however, 
and 
reliable 
sources are predicting that 
even more strict water 
rationing measures will soon 


be 
im plem ented. 
On 
Saturday 
people used so 
much water on lawns that 
there was no available 
reserve and loudspeakers 
roamed the streets asking 
people not to water during 
the weekend. 
Despite these requests 
residents used 8.97 million 
gallons on Saturday and 8.19 
million gallons on Sunday. 
Monday, residents used even 
more water -- 9.45 million 
gallons-and again drained 
the Dallas North Tank. 


City 
Manager 
David 
Griffin, 
City 
Council 
members and other 
city 
officials have repeatedly 
warned that the city car: ne 
longer supply adequate fire 
protection because of the 
excessive use of water on 
lawns; but apparently either 
people are not listening to 
city officials or residents 
care more for their lawns 
than they do for their homes. 
“We only hope that a 
major fire is not necessary 
before Plano residents begin 
to cooperate and conserve 
water,” said one council 
member. “It could easily 
happen 
that 
the 
fire 
department 
would 
be 
powerless to save a home or 
business sim ply because 
other residents insisted on 
watering their lawns. 


A major distribution line to the west side water system was 
broken at about IO a.m. Tuesday when a contractor was 
boring for a telephone cable at SH5 and Dallas North Park­ 
way. The massive break severely hampered the water 


distribution system but the city still managed to pump 9.13 
million gallons of water to residents who continued to water 
their lawns despite repeated efforts of police, fire and water 
personnel to curtail such use.

very human. 
Young, 
energetic 
and 
outgoing, Dr. Smith’s family 
consists of wife Eva, 12 year- 
old daughter

and 
two 
poodles. 
A former high school and 
college athlete, jogging is a 
favorite relaxation activity. 
He likes to run a couple of 
miles a day. He also loves 
golf, although he does not 
have much time for it. He is 
a member of the 
Plano 
Rotary Club, where he has 
built a perfect meeting at­ 
tendance record. The Smiths 
are Presbyterian. 
One of 
five 
children, 
Smith, 39, was born in Ector 
in Fannin County, in 1935 to 
the late Lee H. Smith Sr. and 
Willie Mae Morrison Smith.

Crime Shows Increase 


Serious 
crim e 
in 
the 
United States increased 15 
percent during the first three 
months of 1974, compared to 
a one percent decline for the 
first quarter a year ago, 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe reported this week 
For the first quarter of 
1974, violent crim e increased 
four percent, compared to a 
six percent rise in the same 
period of 1973. 
W a s h i n g t o n , 
D C . , 
reported a nine-tenths of one 
percent increase in serious 
crim e for the first quarter, 
although 
violent 
crim e 
dropped 9.5 percent 
The latest figures were 
contained 
in 
the 
F B I’s 
Uniform C rim e Reports, 
which was released by FBI 
Director Clarence M Kelley. 
The reports are based on 
inform ation furnished by 
local, county and state law- 
enforcement agencies and 
tabulated by the FBI. 
Saxbe noted that suburban 
and rural areas and cities 
under 
25,000 
population 
recorded the greatest 
in­ 
creases in crime. 


“ These statistics provide 
no clues as to what is causing 
the upsurge in crime, other 
than in what areas of the 
country the increases are 
o c c u rrin g ,” Saxbe said. 
“This means that all of us in 
law enforcement, as well as 
the public, must take a hard 
look at the situation and 
work together to halt this 
trend. 


“ The 
entire 
crim in al 
justice system-the police, 
the prosecutors, the courts, 
and the corrections systems- 
-must improve iteself," he 
added. 
The rise in serious crim e 
ac ro ss the country 
w as 
reflected in the list of m ajor 
cities reporting actual crim e 
decreases-33 for the first 
quarter of 1974 compared to 
IOO for the same period the 
year before 


The 
Uniform 
C rim e 
R eports 
divides 
serio u s 
crim e into two categories: 
violent, 
which 
includes 
m u rd e r, 
forcible 
rap e , 
ro b b ery and a g g ra v a te d 
assault, and property, which 


includes burglary, larceny- 
theft, and auto theft. 
Forcible rape increased IO 
percent, aggravated assault 
and m u rd e r each seven 
percent, and robbery one 
percent, for a total average 
increase of four percent for 
the quarter. 
Property crimes, 
which 
are far more numerous than 
violent crimes, soared 16 
percent, compared to a two 
percent d e c re a s e in the 
same period of 1973. 
Larceny-theft increased IO 
percent, burglary 15 percent 
and auto theft five percent. 
Cities of 100,000 or more 
inhabitants reported a 
IO 
percent increase in serious 
crim e. 
S uburban 
a re as 
reported a 22 percent in­ 
crease, rural areas an 18 
percent rise, and cities 
under 10,000 a 29 percent 
jump. 
Serious crim e in the South 
increased 23 percent and in 
the West 17 percent, while 
both 
North C entral and 
N o r t h e a s t e r n 
S t a t e s 
reported nine percent in­ 
creases.

Some parents get a physical 
exam and dental check for 
their kids. 
Ever think about a vision 
check? Not just eyesight, but 
vision? 
Dr. 
Burton Fisher 
of 
Arlington says that, “ It is 
vitally 
important 
that 
parents have their children’s 
vision tested before the kids 
go to school.” 
Fisher, a practicing op­ 
tometrist for the past ten 
years, 
specializes 
in 
children’s visual perception 
and learning problems. He 
has worked as an optometric 
consultant with two Texas 
public school systems and 
and with several 
private 
schools. He 
is 
Texas 
O p to m etric 
S o c ie ty ’s 
current representative to the 
State Coordinating Com­ 
mittee on Early Childhood 
Development (Texas 4-C 
Council), 
an 
advisory 
council for the Office of 
Early Childhood Develop­ 
ment, Texas Department of 
Community Affairs. 
The 
difference 
between 
eyesight and vision is a 
crucial one. Fisher explains 
it by saying that, “ Eyesight 
is the eyes’ response to light. 
Vision is the result of the 
ability to understand and 
correctly interpret the in­ 
formation coming through 
the eyes.” 
It is good vision as well as 


eyesight that enables a child 
to read. 
“ Vision testing a young 
child is the best way for a 
parent to assure himself that 
his child will not develop a 
whole 
series of learning 
problems once he gets into 
school. If you wait until the 
child is already in the 
classroom to discover that 
difficulties 
exist, 
the 
problems will only be harder 
to solve,” says Fisher. 
“ You can give a test as 
early as between three and 
four years of age — after a 
child is verbal and can un­ 
derstand simple directions.” 
“ Look at it this way,” 
Fisher says. “ Vision is the 
single most important sense 
modality for the human 
being. It leads learning. Any 
problem 
with vision and 
learning is automatically 
interferred with. 
“ A child can have perfect 
eyesight, 20-20, and still have 
a vision problem which 
interferes with learning. 
“ Vision is a very complex 
thing and it doesn’t have 
only to do with whether a 
person 
is nearsighted or 
farsighted. The Snellen eye 
chart test one gets from the 
school nurse tests one thing 
more or less — whether the 
child 
is 
nearsighted. 
Chances are the nearsighted 
child may learn to read well 
and may do very well in 
school, whether his near­ 
sightedness is recognized or 
not. He can see his book fine. 
“ But what about the child

who has problems focusing 
and switching from near to 
far and the reverse? He may 
have problems in visually 
following a long a line of 
print. His eyes may not work 
well togheter. These and 
many others are vision 
problems, lf a kid has a 
vision problem, chances are 
he 
will 
have 
a 
reading 
problem. And reading, let us 
face it, it, is basic to lear­ 
ning. 
It is a thing Fisher can 
get passionate about. 
Ideally, he feels that the 
state should adopt vision 
testing 
and 
optometric 
referral 
for all 
Texas’ 
children as a part of regular 
screening procedures. 
Some school districts have 
regular preschool screening 
programs already, but none 
test for vision as yet. 
Between now and the time 
a law is passed. Fisher says 
it’s going to be up to the 
parents. 
“ Fam ily 
M .D .’s 
and 
peditricians 
get 
to 
see 
children from birth on — 
and with good 
reason,” 
Fisher says. “ Lately parents 
have begun to realize that 


the first dental exam needs 
to come before the child is 
four. ‘See your dentist twice 
a year.’ ’ Very effective 
slogan. Now I ’d like to get a 
campaign started on 
the 
need for a vision check with 
a qualified optometrist. 
“ How does the child begin 
to learn? Much or most of it 
through 
reading. 
First 
through 
third grade, 
the 
child learns to read. From 
fourth grade on he reads to 
learn. Naturally he reads 
with his eyes. If he is having 
difficulty, he may not be 
dumb — although that’s the 
way it is often interpreted — 
he may only have a vision 
problem.” 
Might not parents be 
afraid that an optometrist 
will put glasses on a child 
unnecessarily? 
“ They shouldn’t be,” 
says 
Fisher. 
“ The 
op­ 
tometrist who knows what he 
is doing and doesn’t just fit 
glasses will do the right 
thing.

R ecent e stim a te s show 
that the interest alone on the 
national debt will cost the 
taxpayers $30.5 billion this 


year This is approxim ately 
$40,000 a minute.

revenue A great deal of this 
money either goes toward

pose. Not only is this ex­ 
travagant, but U.S.I.A. also 
employs foreign nationals in 
n u m b e r s

rate of 5-1 in their overseas 
missions. 


Considering that a large 
portion of the totals are 
allo ca te d 
to social 
and 
e d u c atio n al p ro g ra m s in 
foreign countries, it would 
seem 
m ore 
im portant 
to 
direct those funds to the 
social, 
ed u c atio n al, 
and 
health needs in our own 
country, needs which have 
suffered because of lack of 
funds.

Bilingual Education Begins This Year 


Bilingual education, a new 
public school effort which 
begins in the first grade this 
Septem ber, 
is 
raising 
questions in two languages. 
The answers, contained in 
the law itself and in policies 
adopted by the State Board 
of Education, are short and 
directly related to the needs 
o f 
S p a n is h -s p e a k in g 
children. 
H owever, they 
may not be easily available 
to all concerned parents and 
other citizens 
Texas Education Agency 
staff members, w o r k in g to 
implement the law in all 
schools with 20 or 
more 
S p a n ish -sp ea k in g 
first 
graders, have compiled the 
following 
questions 
and 
answers on dual language 
instruction. 
“Many citizens who have 
not had an opportunity to 
study the law are asking 
similar questions in all areas 
of the state,” Dr. Severe 
G om ez, Texas Education 
Agency 
assistant 
com ­ 
missioner for international 
and bilingual education, 
points out. 
“We hope the key points 
covered here will help ex­ 
plain both the law and the 
steps we are taking to help 
i m p l e m e n t 
b i l i n g u a l 
teaching in a number of 
Texas public schools.” 
I. Can teachers with a 
perm anent certifica te no 
longer teach 
without 
the 
bilingual endorsement? 
Teachers who are teaching 
children of limited English- 
speaking ability in a grade 
mandated by law must have 
a bilingual 
education en­ 
dorsem ent. 
This 
en ­ 
dorsement can be obtained 
by 
attending 
a 
T exas 
Education Agency sponsoed 
training institute or an 
approved program 
at a 
teacher training institution. 
in addition, the teacher must 
pass a Spanish 
language 
proficiency test. If, however, 
the teacher fails to pass the 
test first time around, he or 
she 
may 
receive 
special 
assignment permit as an 
interim 
m easure 
until 
learning 
at 
least 
basic 
Spanish. 
Bilingual 
edu cat i on 
programs approved by the 


State Board of Examiners 
are 
being 
offered 
by: 
U niversity 
of Texas 
at 
Austin, University of Texas 
at San Antonio, Our Lady-of- 
the-Lake College, Southwest 
Texas 
State 
U niversity, 
Texas 
A&I 
University 
at 
both Kingsville and Laredo, 
Pan American University,

Other universities are now 
developing programs, so this 
list will continue to expand. 
2. 
How 
far 
will 
the 
bilingual 
requirement go? 
Although the bilingual 
endorsement is not required 
at this time for grades other 
than those specified in the 
law, it would be difficult to 
implement it in other grades 
should a school district 
choose 
to do so without 
requiring 
the 
special 
training and endorsement. 
However, this possible ex­ 
pansion rests with the in­ 
dividual 
districts 
at 
this 
point. 
3. 
Will 
m onolingual 
teachers have to reach a 
degree of proficiency in 
Spanish in order to continue 
teaching in schools covered 
by the act? 
If monolingual 
teachers 
are 
going 
to be 
in 
the 
classrooms required by the 
law (primary grades with 20 
or more 
Spanish-speaking 
children who know little or 
no English), they will have 
to train to teach the required 
degree of proficiency in 
Spanish. No deadline has 
been set. They may teach on 
a special assignment permit 
and take the test again. 
4. Is English still the of­ 
ficial 
language 
of 
in­ 
struction? 
Yes. The whole purpose of 
the bilingual education law 
is to help the Spanish­ 
speaking 
children 
learn 
English and at the sam e 
time keep up with English- 
speaking children in subject 
matter other than language.

Will 
second 
grade 
teachers be required to 
attend summer workshops 
next year? 
Plans are underway 
to 
train the bilingual second 
grade teachers who already 
speak English and Spanish 


during the spring of 1975. 
This instruction will focus on 
c u l t u r e , 
c l a s s r o o m 
management, etc. However, 
since 
language 
training 
requires at least five or six 
weeks of concentrated work, 
the m onolingual teachers 
will get their training during 
the summer. After the law 
was passed in June, 1973, the 
school districts were sur­ 
veyed that fall and asked to 
nam e the teachers 
who 
would need training. 
6. Are there now some firm 
guidelines 
for 
school 
districts to follow? 
There are firm guidelines 
with enough flexibility to 
meet the special needs of 
certain areas. They are 
being or have been sent to 
the school district, section by 
section. 
P olicies 
and 
Procedures passed by the 
State Board of Education 
and the Requirements for 
Certification were both sent 
to the schools this 
spring. 
Procedures for testing the 
S p a n i s h 
l a n g u a g e 
proficiency of teachers will 
be made this summer, along 
with application forms for 
bilingual certification. A test 
for determining the English 
proficiency of children in the 
primary grades will be sent 
to the schools in 1975.

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Breakfast Can Vary 


Many Foods Nourishing

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
bad breakfast is better than 
no breakfast at all, says 
nutritionist M argaret D. 
Simko. 
But a good breakfast 
doesn’t have to be routine 
bacon and eggs or even 
cereal. 
Mrs. Simko, chairman of 
the 
home 
economics 
department of New York 
U niversity, 
believes 
in 
matching breakfast menu to 
life style. If your teen-agers 
war to start their day with a 
meal of cold chicken or 
m uffins and cheese, let 
them. 
Or satisfy a child’s sweet 
tooth 
with 
rice 
pudding, 
baked custard, oatm eal 
cookies with raisin s or 


steamed rice with brown 
sugar and milk. A grilled 
cheese or peanut butter 
sandwich is good, too. Milk 
or citrus juice is optional. 
Any of these makes a 
better starter than instant 
breakfast mix, diet drink, 
toaster pastries or enriched 
sweet rolls, Mrs. Simko said 
in an interview. 
“ Even though they contain 
‘all nutrients,’ they often 
don’t really equate break­ 
fast. Some mixes are high in 
fat or very sweet.” 
They also can be boring. 
They lack the satisfaction of 
chewing. And they develop 
bad food habits by giving 
children the idea that all fat 
and sweet foods are good for 
them, Mrs. Simko said. 
“ But they generally are a 
better choice than no break­ 


fast, and 
they 
must 
be 
evaluated in terms of in­ 
dividual needs and intake for 
the whole day. 
“ Nutritional 
deficiencies 
don’t arise from one meal 
missed, but from poor food 
habits continued over a 
period of time.” 
She said the ideal break­ 
fast provides one-fourth to 
one-third of a person’s daily 
nutrients — protein, fat, 
carbohydrates, vitamins and 
minerals. 
If breakfast calories come 
entirely from carbohydrate 
foods like Danish pastries, 
coffee cake, doughnuts or 
sweet rolls, they’re empty 
calories. 
And if you skip breakfast, 
you may be so hungry you 
choose unwisely later in the 
day, said Mrs. Simko. 


“ The mid-morning coffee 
and doughnut break usually 
stems from missing break­ 
fast.”

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Moderation Wise Course In 


Eating And Drinking Habits

Eating too much of anything 
can be harmful to your 
health. So can drinking too 
much 
O v e r w e i g h t 
a nd 
alcoholism are only part of 
the hazard 
Many popular 
foods, 
beverages 
and 
seasonings contain 
poten­ 
tially dangerous elements. 
Consumed 
in 
moderation, 
they usually are harmless 
Eaten or drunk in excess, 
they are poisonous 
For instance, oxalic acid 
occurs naturally in rhubarb, 
spinach, beet leaves, tea and 
cocoa But you would have to 
eat nearly nine pounds of 
rhubarb stalks to get the 
lowest recorded fatal dose. 
(However, rhubarb leaves 
are highly toxic and several 
fatalities have been reported 
as a result of eating them ) 
Poisonous lycopene occurs 
naturally in tomato juice, 
yet you would have to drink a 
half gallon daily for several 
years to reach the danger 
point 
Sulfur in F'oods 
These facts were gathered 
by a National Research 
Council subcommittee to 
point out the importance of a 
balanced diet. 
The council was organized 
in 
1916 by 
the 
National 
Academy of Sciences to give 


American s c ie n tis ts 
and 
engineers 
greater 
par­ 
ticipation in the academy’s 
work. 
The subcommittee ac­ 
cumulated 
enough 
in­ 
formation to fill a thick book 
“ Toxicants 
Occurring 
Naturally in 
Food” says 
natural sulfur compounds 
are present in more than a 
dozen common foods: garlic, 
onions, chives, cabbage, 
brussel sprouts, cauliflower, 
radishes and turnips, among 
others. They are also found 
in horseradish, mustard 
seeds and several plants 
used as cattle feed. 
Remember old-fashioned 
preserving 
recipes 
that 
called for bitter almonds or 
peach or apricot kernels0 
Cyanide is in ail 
thre 
Records show people have 
been poisoned by eating the 
nuts or kernels. But they can 
be used safely 
to make 
almond extracts, liqueurs, 
cordials and almond paste. 
Toxic Levels Low 
Nutmeg 
is 
an 
hallucinogen. 
Very high 
dosages of it can cause liver 
damage 
or 
death. 
A 
dangerous dose, according 
to the report, is five to IO 
grams, or about two and one- 
half to five teaspoons. 
The report often em­ 
phasizes that levels of toxic 
substances are extremely 
low in common foods. It said 


no one who eats a balanced 
diet of different foods and no 
extraordinary amounts of 
any one food is likely to be 
endangered. 
But it also said normal 


constituents of food have 
caused disease in normal 
people when eaten in ab­ 
normal amounts. 
Take 
vitamins. 
Many 


people do. Vitamins usually 
are safe in moderate doses. 
But scientific 
literature 


contains about 200 reports of 
vitamin A toxicity in man. 
No deaths ever have been 
blamed 
directly 
on 
an 


overdose, but it can cause 
irreversible liver damage 
and permanent stunting of 
bone growth 
Most cases 


result 
from 
prolonged 


consumption 
of 
large 


vitamin 
supplements, 
the 


book said. 
Vitamin C, highly touted 


by some people as a cold 
preventive, can intensify the 
formation of oxalate or urate 
crystals, which can produce 
kidney or bladder stones. 
The subcommittee con­ 
cluded that gluttony, not 
chemicals, is the biggest 
danger 
associated 
with 


eating; particularly if the 
excess calories come fror 
foods rich in fat and sugar.
